The American Society of Jour- 
nalism School! Administrators 
concluded its annual session 
a few days ago and there 
was, of course, discussion 
and conversation on and about 
this subject. Some of it will not 
please all editors and publishers. 

There privately is a belief that 
newspapers have brought much 
of this dilemma upon themselves. 
It is true, as some of the experts 
said, that im general there is 
less glamor in newspaper work. 
But it also was the consensus 
that, as the old ballad has it, it 
ain’t necessarily so. 


What made the so-called good 
old newspaper days glamorous 
was action. Getting the story was 
glamor. It might involve outwit- 


* ting a corrupt political boss. It 


could involve uncovering frightful 
maladministrations: of prisons or 
mental hospitals. It might be 
correcting injustice. In chase of 
a story a leg reporter might en- 
counter all sorts of interesting 
and, even, thrilling moments 
when life was lived on a high 
plateau. 


This still is true. 


Little Action 


At least some observers note 
that in today’s climate of shying 
away from getting into contro- 
versy, there is very little action 
and stories are not chased. They 
too often come via the hand-out 
or a polite telephone inquiry. 


A disturbing number of news- 
papers today see nothing wrong 
in publicly stating that they con- 
ceive their highest duty to be 
that of fitting themselves into 
the life of the community. This 
means, of course, that if the 
community is governed by a 
corrupt and corrupting group, 
the paper will fit in with it. If 
the schools are being starved 
and neglected, the newspaper will 
go right along and watch them 


starve because that is the com-| 


munity way. If human rights are 
not safe, nothing will be said 
about it. 


“What young journalism grad- 
uate, taught in classrooms about 
the ideals of the American press 
and the tremendous fact of its 
constitutional freedom, would be 
content to try and have a career 
on such papers?” asked one vet- 
eran teacher. 


The conclusion of journalism 
teachers is that too many news- 
papers do not do those things 
which are necessary to inspire 
and retain the competent young 
men and women who come to 
them with ambition and intelli- 
gence. They too often find no 
encouragement of their energies. 
They receive little direction and 
but few outlets for their ideas 
and the muscles in their legs. 
This, more than wages, is one 
reason why other fields seem 
attractive.

The 135-m.p.h. storm, which al- 
ready is battering lighthouses a 
few miles off the Florida Keys 
with 110 mile winds, was expected 
to pass over these tiny islands 
early Saturday morning and then 
move up Florida's West Coast. 


Donna already had damaged 
missile tracking stations far out 
in the Atlantic. Now the storm is 
menacing the Cape Canaveral test 
center itself. 


Meanwhile, close to a million 
residents of the Miami area were 
riding out 66 mile an hour winds 
as Dorina continued its relentless 
approach. 


The warnings were flying 
from the Tampa Bay area south- 
ward on the West Coast and from 
Melbourne southward on the East

POWER FAILURE

Atlanta—Eugene Patterson real- 
ly believes in putting plenty of 
steel in the concrete structure 
that will soon be the new Bank 
of Georgia building. He reported 
that there is three-billion pounds 
of steel to only 17 million pounds 
of concrete or 99.44-pct. steel.

That’s a lot of steel for 
one bank. With steel at 490 
pounds the cubic foot it goes about 
four cubic feet to the short ton 
and that’s six million cubic feet 
of steel for 1% million tons. 

Put that steel in one solid lump 
and it would be 180 feet high, long 
and wide, a heap about half the 
height of a 30-story bank reckon- 
ing 12 feet each story.

Jones, who was director of the 
motor fuel refund unit under the 
Griffin administration, was con- 
victed of defrauding the state of 
thousands of dollars by submitting 
false refund applications.

Q. Does a “Consulting Nutri- 
tionist’’ exist?

A. You ask a good question.. 
Consulting nutritionists are few 
and far between. Most state 
health departments and some 
city health departments have 
available nutrition services, 
most hospitals with a strong 


dietary department will provide 
nutrition service through the 
“out - patient” department. 


Q. Do food supplements such 
as the various cocoa, malt and 
milk powder mixtures—which 
are concentrated sources of in- 
tact protein—have a real value 
for better nutrition in the fam- 
ily diet? 

A. Food supplements are cer- 
tainly not necessary in the fam- 
ily diet. Good nutritious food 
still comes from our farms, fac- 
* tories, and grocery stores. 
There are certain instances in 
therapy when these concentrat- 
ed food supplements have a 
place. But leave the decision of 
whether to use them or not to 
your family doctor. 


Q. In your opinion, what oth- 
er foods not now enriched or 
fortified in any way might be 
good candidates for enrich- 
ment? 


A. The further enrichment of 
important basic wheat products 
such as white bread, rolls, ce- 
reals, and macaroni with the 
amino acid, lysine, would in my 
opinion be desirable for certain 
populations. The protein of 
wheat is lacking in this par- 
ticular amino acid, and for this 
reason is not a “complete” pro- 
tein. In the case of white bread, 
this will necessitate an amend- 
ment of the bread standards, 
but standards also should keep 

with scientific progress. 
Noncritrus juices such as ap- 
ple, grape, and pineapple can 
well be enriched with vitamin 
C to the level of good quality 
orange juice—but no higher.

It is a strict, rigorous and 
thoroughly chaperoned _iife.
